If the pr.'sent facts 
are all that vaccination has to sus- 
tain it (endorsement of the Hoard 
of Health of Frankfort) all that he 
to its credit, it is a flimsy hold 
and I advise them to try some other 
poison on the public, that is if you 
want to get them out of the way 
taster than Vftft does. I assure the
